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on like petitions and notices as in the case of laying 
out highways by said board. Highways laid out by 
said county board of supervisors, shall be opened and 
repaired in the respective towns in the same manner 
as other highways; but if the town board neglect or re-
fuse to open said road ap is now provided by law, the 
county board of supervisors shall have the same power 
and authority to open said highway, that the said town 
board now have by law.

AN ACT to repeal chapter 404 of the general laws of 1862, enti-
tled "an act to regulate tbe license and keeping of dogs, and to 
repeal chapter 175 of the general laws of 18o0, an act to regu-
late the license and keeping of dogs,' "and to repeal all laws 
amendatory thereof, so far as said acts or anY portion thereof ap-
ply to or are in force in Sauk county. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Chapter 404 of the general laws of 1862, Repeal. 
"an act to regulate the license and keeping of dogs, 
and to repeal chapter 175 of the general laws of 1860, 
an act to regulate the license and keeping of dogs," 

and all acts amendatory thereof, so far as said acts or 
any portion thereof apply or are in force in Sauk 
county, are hereby repealed. 

&mon 2. This act shall be in force from and 
after its passage.
